INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Use  of  Cow  Udders  Not  Permitted  in  Edible  Products. 

[File  No.  644.] 

The  Bureau  is  informed  that  cow  udders  are  being  used  in  the  preparation  of  edible 
products,  and  as  such  organs  are  considered  inedible,  inspectors  in  charge  are  directed 
to  see  that  they  are  not  used  in  the  manufacture  of  sausage  or  similar  products  or  in 
the  preparation  of  edible  ta]lov,  or  other  edible  oils. 

Instructions  Regarding  Use  of  Meat-Inspection  Forms. 

[File  No.  151.] 

Referring  to  instructions  on  this  subject  in  Service  Announcements  of  October  15, 
1910,  page  66,  meat-inspection  reports  on  I.  D.  Forms  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Bureau  only  when  work  is  actually  performed  at  an  official  establishment.  After  an 
interval  during  which  no  work  of  the  character  covered  by  a  particular  form  has  been 
done,  the  date  of  the  last  previous  report  should  be  noted  on  the  next  following  report 
on  that  form. 

*  Conducts  slaughtering. 
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Time  that  Calves  go  without  Food. 

[File  No.  158.] 

Inspectors  in  charge  are  directed  to  observe  and  report  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
with  regard  to  the  length  of  time  that  calves  go  without  food  from  the  time  of  shipment 
to  the  time  of  slaughter,  also  whether  the  twenty-eight-hour  law  is  being  violated  in 
connection  with  shipments  of  calves. 


CARE  REQUIRED  IN  PACKING  SPECIMENS  FOR  MAILING. 

[File  No.  473.] 

Complaints  have  been  received  from  the  Post  Office  Department  that  packages  con- 
taining fats,  oils,  pathological  specimens,  etc.,  transmitted  through  the  mails  to  the 
Bureau  for  laboratory  examination  have  in  some  instances  come  open  in  transit,  caus- 
ing damage  to  other  mail.  Bureau  employees  are  therefore  enjoined  to  exercise  special 
care  in  the  packing  of  such  samples  for  mailing.  The  covers  of  the  inner  containers 
and  of  the  mailing  boxes  in  which  they  are  placed  should  be  tight  fitting  and  securely 
fastened. 


IMPORTATION  OF  PUREBRED  ANIMALS  FOR  BREEDING  PURPOSES. 

[File  No.  649.] 

In  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  175,  all  purebred  animals 
imported  for  breeding  purposes  after  January  1,  1911,  are  to  be  inspected  to  see  that 
they  agree  with  the  data  furnished  in  the  foreign  pedigree  certificates.  This  inspection 
should  take  note  of  the  breed,  the  sex,  the  name  of  the  animal,  the  registry  number, 
age,  color,  and  markings.  The  inspectors  in  charge  of  stations  designated  as  ports 
of  entry  for  animals  which  are  subject  to  inspection  and  quarantine  should  hold 
themselves  in  readiness  to  make  prompt  inspections  of  all  such  imported  animals. 

More  detailed  instructions,  along  with  blank  forms  on  which  to  report  the  descriptions 
of  imported  animals,  will  soon  be  sent  to  the  inspectors.

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TRANSPORTATION  OF  HOUSEHOLD  GOODS  OF  TRANSFERRED 

EMPLOYEES. 

[File  No.  49.] 

Referring  to  the  item  entitled  ''Expenses  of  transfer  of  employees,"  in  Service 
Announcements  for  November  15,  1910,  page  78,  the  following  instructions  will 
govern  the  transportation  at  government  expense  of  household  goods  of  married 
employees  permanently  transferred: 

The  question  of  what  is  a  permanent  transfer  of  an  employee  will  be  determined 
by  the  Washington  office. 

"When  a  permanent  transfer  is  authorized,  a  blank  departmental  bill  of  lading  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  inspector  in  charge  at  the  point  of  shipment,  who  will  see  that  it 
is  executed  and  handled  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  on  the  back 
thereof.  He  will  also  indicate  on  the  bill  of  lading  the  shipping  marks,  number, 
description,  and  weight  of  packages,  and  execute  the  consignor's  certificate  of  shipment. 

That  portion  of  the  bill  of  lading  concerning  the  routing  of  the  shipment  will  be 
filled  out  in  the  Washington  office,  and  under  no  circumstances  should  it  be  changed. 
In  case  the  routing  is  questioned  by  the  transportation  company  the  matter  must  be 
referred  to  this  office,  using  a  telegram  if  necessary. 

The  shipment  should  go  forward  as  promptly  as  possible  after  the  bill  of  lading  is 
received,  as  it  is  important  that  the  transaction  be  completed  without  unnecessary 
delay.  If  delay  is  unavoidable,  the  Washington  office  should  be  advised  and  the 
approximate  date  given  on  which  the  shipment  will  go  forward. 

A  blank  duplicate  certificate,  Form  T-16,  will  be  forwarded  to  point  of  shipment 
with  bill  of  lading.  As  soon  as  the  goods  have  been  delivered  to  the  transportation 
company  this  certificate  should  be  executed  by  the  inspector  in  charge  and  returned 
at  once  to  the  Washington  office.  If  there  is  no  inspector  in  charge,  the  Form  T-16 
should  be  executed  and  transmitted  by  the  employee  transferred. 

At  stations  where  local  delivery  service  is  maintained  by  the  transportation  com- 
panies the  drayage  will  be  performed  by  such  agencies.  In  such  cases,  however,  the 
drayage  charges  must  not  be  paid  by  the  bureau  employees,  as  the  company  will 
render  a  bill  therefor  direct  to  the  Department  and  quote  the  departmental  bill  of 
lading  as  authority  for  the  drayage  service.  At  stations  where  this  service  is  not 
maintained  by  the  transportation  companies  the  drayage  charges  must  be  paid  by  the 
employee  transferred,  a  receipt  obtained  therefor,  and  the  item  included  in  his  reim- 
bursement account  covering  the  trip. 

The  employee  transferred  should  forward  with  his  travel  account  a  memorandum 
certificate,  Form  T-17,  concerning  drayage  charges  incidental  to  the  transfer  of  his 
household  goods.  If  this  service  be  performed  by  the  transportation  company,  as 
indicated  above,  the  drayage  charges  should  not  be  paid  by  the  employee  transferred; 
the  names  of  the  companies  or  individuals  performing  the  service,  however,  must  be 
given  on  the  Form  T-17,  and  the  notation  "No  drayage  charges  paid"  made  thereon. 

The  local  freight  agent  of  the  transportation  company  handling  the  shipment  should 
be  consulted  with  reference  to  packing,  marking,  valuation,  and  other  details  concern- 
ing the  shipment.  Shipments  will  be  made  at  owner's  risk  and  released  to  a  valuation 
of  $10  per  hundredweight. 

In  no  case  will  more  than  3,500  pounds  of  household  goods  be  transferred  on  a 
departmental  bill  of  lading.  Goods  transferred  in  excess  of  this  amount  must  be 
covered  by  a  commercial  bill  of  lading  and  the  charges  therefor  paid  from  the  per- 
sonal funds  of  the  owner. 

It  is  desired  that  the  inspectors  in  charge  at  points  of  shipment  and  at  destination 
6hall  supervise  this  work  the  same  as  if  government  property  were  involved,  and 
that  the  necessary  precautions  be  taken  to  insure  a  strict  compliance  with  these 
instructions.

CORRESPONDENCE  REGARDING  ACCOUNTS. 

The  technical  examination  of  accounts  by  the  Bureau  has  been  discontinued,  and 
in  the  future  this  work  will  be  performed  under  the  Division  of  Accounts  of  the  Depart- 
ment, which  will  conduct  correspondence  relating  to  suspensions  and  disallowances 
in  accounts  of  bureau  employees  through  the  Chief  of  this  Bureau.  All  replies  to 
such  correspondence  should  be  made  to  the  Division  of  Accounts  through  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau.  Any  complaints  that  employees  of  the  Bureau  may  have  to  make 
relative  to  delays  or  unusual  disallowances  or  suspensions,  etc.,  should  be  made  to  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  in  separate  communications. 


INATTENTION  TO  INSTRUCTIONS  REGARDING  TELEGRAMS  AND 

OTHER  MATTERS. 

The  Bureau  continues  to  receive  from  employees  telegrams  of  unnecessary  length 
and  containing  superfluous  words.  It  is  therefore  again  necessary  to  call  attention 
to  Fiscal  Regulation  Xo.  45,  which  was  reprinted  in  Service  Announcements  of 
January  15,  1910,  page  4.  Inattention  to  this  regulation  results  in  materially  increas- 
ing the  telegraph  bill  of  the  Department. 

It  is  evident  that  many  employees  of  the  Bureau  do  not  give  heed  to  the  instruc- 
tions contained  in  Service  Announcements.  It  should  not  be  necessary  to  call 
attention  in  this  publication  again  and  again  to  the  same  matter.  The  instructions 
herein  contained  should  be  carefully  read  and  followed  by  all  employees  concerned. 
Failure  to  do  this  is  evidence  of  a  lack  of  efficiency  and  will  be  considered  in  con- 
nection with  the  personal  records  of  employees. 


SUBSTANCE  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

[File  No.  149.] 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

iCCarbolo,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  The  Hall- Van  Gorder  Company, 
Cleveland,  Ohio.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  74  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  this  dip  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit  the 
use  in  official  dipping'of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty  required 
of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations.  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and -amendments  thereto,  or 
which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or  amendments.
